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A. They teach us that Prayer is a Duty, as well as 
Priviledge; that we both diſobey God and injure our 
ſelves, by neglecting it. And the leaſt they can re- 
quire, is to pray daily by our ſelves, and with our Fa- 
milies, and in the Houſe of God (which 7zs called the 
Houſe of Prayer) as often as we can and may do it; 
eſpecially on the Lord's Day, and on the great Feſti- 


vals of the Church. 


©. But what Reaſon have you to believe that Pray- 
er is a Means of Grace, or can be of any Benefit to us? 

A. Becauſe Our Blefled Saviour hath aſſured us, 
That every one that asheth, receiveth ; and he that ſfeek- 
eth, findeth ; and to him that knocketh, it ſhall be open- 
ed, Mat. vii. 8. And it is written, Heb. iv. 16. Let 
#s come boldly to the Throne of Grace, that we may ob- 
lain Mercy, and find Grace to help in Time of Need. 

Q. But how is it then that many do ask and do not 
receive? . 

A. This may be, becauſe they often ask amiſs; or 
becauſe they have not made a right uſe of that Grace 
which hath been already given to them. But if we 
conſider the Goodneſs, or believe the Promiſes of 
God, we can have no Reaſon to doubt, but all the re- 
ligious Prayers of Holy and Devout Chriſtians, ſhall

to their Children; but on the contrary ſuffer it to be 
choked by Ill Habits growing up in them. 


©. What then becomes our Duty and the Duty of 


all Parents in this Caſe ? | 

A. It behoves us all to depend upon God's perform- 
ing his Part of the Covenant ſealed in Baptiſm; and 
therefore to be always ready to improve in our ſelves 


and Children every Degree of Divine Grace; that in 


the Strength of it both we and they may die daily 
uno Siu and live unto Righteouſneſs. + | |

What is the Meaning of thoſe Expreſſions; He 
that eate th and arinketh unworthily is guilty of the Boay 
and Blood of Chrift our Saviour; and eateth and drink- 
eth his own Damnation, not conſidering the Lord's Body? 

A. That to come without due Preparation to the 
Lord's Table is to do a great Diſhonour to h Boay and 
Blood of Chriſt, is indeed a great Sin. But not ſuch 
(as ſome have imagined) that will, without all Re- 
medy, conſign Men over to eternal Damnation. 
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
